There is a strik e 
of 70,000 textile w orkers In progress a t Philadelphia and here in Lowell the 
g re a t cotton mil! strike, declared April 1. Is still on, a lth o u g h a large portion 
o f the non-union operatives, h av e re tu rn e d to work. 
T he textile in d u stry seem s to he th e only one to which the law s of co m ­ 
pen sation laid down by E m erson do not apply. 
In th is respect it seem s to 
sta n d alone and nobody seem s able to explain the reason why. 
Let the price of raw m aterial or o f m a n u fa c tu re in o th er in d u stries be 
advanced an d the price of the finished product will he Im m ediately a d v a n c ­ 
ed in proportion. 
T ak e building m aterials for exam ple. 
Ju s t 
as soon as 
lum ber Is advanced In price, the c o n tra c to rs raise th e ir figures on e stim a te s 
for building. 
The enrne Is tru e In o th e r trades. 
Again, tak e the m a n u f a c ­ 
ture of paper. 
The scarcity of wood for pulp an d th e Increased price of labor 
have Increased the cost to the m a n u f a c tu r e r an d as a result the price of p a p er 
is higher. 
O ther c au ses h av e op erated to put up the price hut those m e n ­ 
tioned are am o n g th e principal 
T he co n su m ers ha v e to p ay the Increased 
price w hether th ey like it or not. 
If th e m a rk e t for textile p ro d u cts responded in a sim ilar w ay to a n y In­ 
crease In the cost of m a n u fa c tu re , we m ig h t he saved th e present stru g g le for 
living w ages, hut it doesn't. 
P rint cloths alone of nil textile products 
respond in a 
reason ably fair 
degree to th e conditions of production, such a s th e cost of m aterial an d labor. 
T h e m a rk e t for p rin ts is controlled b y Fall R iv er w hich m a y explain th is 
exception to th e fixity in th e price of tex tile p ro d u c ts regardless of th e cost 
o f m a n u fa c tu re . 
W h a t is the secret o f this u n n a tu r a l b usin ess condition? 
Is it d u e to 
■competition, or to over p ro d u ctio n ? 
In th e absence of an y o th e r reason for such a stra n g e condition, it m u s t 
b e a d m itte d In a v ag u e w a y th a t one or b oth these causes 
w ith 
som e 
o th ers a re a t the bottom of the difficulty. 
It is certain ly not the result of foreign com petition for there Js a tariff 
on cotton cloths sufficient to protect th e hom e m a rk e t. 
It is n ecessary to a sc e rta in the cause In o rd er lf possible to p ro v id e a 
rem edy. 
W h y do not th e selling a g e n ts w hen notified of an increase In the 
cost of production n otify th eir cu sto m ers th a t the price of cotton goods m u st 
be ad v a n c e d ? 
Is it b ecause they m a k e c o n tra c ts for a yea r ah ead so th a t 
they do not know w h a t will be th e cost of m a n u fa c tu re a t the tim e of d eliv ­ 
ery or do the m ark et prices sta n d beyond the Influence of the selling n g en ts? 
W h a te v e r m ay be the cau se or th e rem edy, 
th e fact rem ain s th a t d espite 
the 
high price of cotton, th e en orm ous increase In 
the cost 
of living an d 
the v ery genera! Increase in w ag es in other in d u s trie s 
the price of 
cotton 
cloth has m oved u p w a rd but ve ry little and th e w ages of the o p e rativ e s are 
quite as sta tio n a ry as the price of cottons. 
U n d e r such conditions Is it a n y w onder th a t w e h a v e 
strik es a n d lab o r 
tro u b les in the g reat textile c e n tre s? 
W h o r a n b lam e men nod w om en for fighting for living w ages? 
Their are entitled to m ore pay. 
W e hold 
th ey should 
have it 
an d th e 
m a n u f a c tu r e rs w ho cannot p ay it should go o ut of b usiness and leave th e 
field to som ebody w ho can p a y living w ages 
and at th e sam e tim e m a k e a 
reaso n ab le profit. 
The fixity of the price of cotton cloths Is

m a n u f a c tu r e r’s excuse in 
declining to g ra n t a n y in crease in w ages. 
He ta k e s c are of his ow n profits

T h u s the o peratives' dem an ds are left to the m ockery of chance. T h e 
m a n u fa c tu re rs should pay 
living w ages first 
as a necessary Item in

If nil the mills did this th e price of cotton 
cloth would 
be 
forced lip; 
b u t the unw illingness of all to p ay living w ag es undoubtedly c o n trib u tes in 
no sm all degree to keep w ages dow n and 
co nsequ ently 
to keep 
dow n th e 
price of cotton cloth. 
If th e operatives were b e tte r paid they would hav e 
more to spend and would n a tu ra lly patronize th e c o tto n s they help to p ro ­ 
duce. 
U n der precept conditione, and w ith the 
cost of living 
high as it is, how 
can a mill operative live on $6 or $6 50 a week, w hich 
is about the 
avera g e 
pay? 
H ow can a m an sup po rt him self an d fam ily on such w ages? 
W h a t satisfaction can it he to any m nn 
to 
see

to w ork at such starv atio n w ages? 
Is it any benefit to the m e rc h a n ts or to 
the city ? 
It Is but a con tinuance of conditions th at border tipon w hite slavery. 
The 
op eratives at such w ages ca n n o t live as 
they 
should, 
they 
cannot 
afford 
stren gth en in g food, they ca n n o t afford decent clothing, they cannot b rin g up 
th e ir fam ilies as th ey should. 
Is not all this a m a t te r th a t concerns th e m erc h an ts, 
the real 
e sta te 
o w n e rs and In fact every citizen of Lowell? 
O p erativ es who w ork for such 
w a g e s cannot afford to pay ren t for decent homes. 
As a result we have few 
re sp e c ta b le buildings In Lowell. 
Ruch bu ildin gs 
w ould not pay 
decent In­ 
terest on the in vestm ent w hile so large 
a 
prop ortio n 
of our 
population 
works for such low w ages. 
D u rin g th e nine w eeks of idleness for 
all the 
o perativ es 
of

cotton mills, th is city did not suffer n early a s m u c h

a n ticip ated .

There has been a radical c h a n g e in the 
pacing 
machines this year, but It 
is 
doubtful if the game has been benefitted 
by the change. Last season tandem s were 
used almost exclusively, but this year the 
pacing machine is what is known as the 
single type, and the motor can be of a 
ll horse power. 
Many are of the opinion 
that while the single 14 horse power mo­ 
tors have proven speedier than the ta n ­ 
dems, yet they offer greater wind resist­ 
ance, but they are also much more dan­ 
gerous than the tandems. 
Very few men can handle one of these 
big singles while travelling at the rate of 
a mile in I.JO or less, attend properly to 
the steering and look out for the rider 
who Is trailing him. 
It Is admitted by 
riders, too. that a second class man can 
get up behind one of these big s i n g l e s and 
nave as great success as a rider of es­ 
tablished reputation and ability. 
Motor paced racing always has been 
and always will be a dangerous proposi­ 
tion, never more so than this year with in­ 
creased h o r s e power of motors and small­ 
er tracks, but this Is what the people 
want and the more dangerous the sport 
the mon- money the m anagers of the 
tracks will have, for the people of today 
are what we might call bloodthirsty and 
while they do not care about seeing the 
riders killed, thev are willing to have 
them get as near death as possible and es­ 
cape. 
Talk about the attendants at the 
Spanish bul! fights being anxious for gore 
they are not to be compared with the 
followers of th* cycle racing game, 
lf 
a man Is travelling mile after mile in th#1 
vicinity of I 15 and by kissing the tire 
of his wheel with that of the motor 
means Instant death the people do not 
seem to think of this and shout loudly 
for the rider to go faster. 
The tonowers 
of the cycle game will not be satisfied 
unless the record for a mile will have 
been brought down to a minute flat be­ 
fore the end of the present season. 
The smaller tracks and increased power 
of motors have done much tow ards revo­ 
lutionizing 
the sport and bringing the 
time for a mile down close to the minute 
mark. 
The danger to the riders has ill­ 
er* used so greatly owing to the small 
tracks and big motors that It may be 
deemed advisable to reduce the 
horse 
power of the motors before the end of tho 
present season. 
Last winter the argum ent was made in 
favor of four or more contestants in a 
motor paced race, but viewed from the

T runk railw ay, who w ill sail for Kirk­ 
land today, says the proposed exten­ 
sion of the Grand Trur.K lines through 
the Dominion of C anada to the Pacific 
coast to cost 176,000.000 is now practi­ 
ca lly assured of success. T h e ,enabling 
bill, w hich w ill be the charter of the 
new road, has passed through all the 
committees of the Canadian parliam ent 
and is about to be advanced to the 
third reading in the house of commons 
at Ottawa. 
This organization provides for the or­ 
ganization of a separate company, to 
be known as the Grand Trunk Pacific 
railw ay with a capital of 
$75,000,000. 
Under this charter there w ill be built a 
Jins. 3S60 miles long. extending from 
Quebec to Port Simpson on the Pacific 
ocean, with several branches. 
, 
W h ile It was originally Intended to 
use the existing lines of 
the Grand 
T runk between Quebec and North bay 
It h>flp now been decided to build fin 
air line between 
these 
two points- 
From North Hay west the line will he 
p ractically as heretofore 
mapped out. 
gassing through the cities of Winnipeg 
and Edmonton, and with branches to 
Po rt Arthur. Regina and Calgary. The 
possibility is also being considered of 
building a branch from Port Simpson 
to Dawson City, but under the (b a r­ 
ter, as now asked for. no provision has 
been made for this extension. 
The road will be divided into the east­ 
ern, the prairie and the Rocky Moun­ 
tain sections. 
It is believed that it 
w ill take over five years to complete 
the entire projeet. 
It is asserted that the new route w ill 
provide the shortest line between Lo n ­ 
don and the far east and that It will 
also shorten 
the 
distance 
between 
many United States points and the far 
east as Port Simpson Is about 550 miles 
nearer the ports of china. Vladlvostoek 
and M anila than Vancouver or Seattle, 
and a1>out 050 miles nearer than San 
Francisco, while It is no further aw ay 
than these ports from H aw aii. A u stral­ 
ia and other Important South Sea ports. 
From Liverpool the distance will be 310 
miles less than the nearest existing 
line. 1212 miles less than via New York 
and Vancouver,

W HAT REG U LATES T H E T E X T IL E M ARKET? 
The numerous conflicts ba two en employer an d employe, the strikes and 
lockout* in progress in various parts of the country Indicate th at there Is 
something radically wrong In the compensating laws of commerce or else in 
the distribution of profits in the various l i n e s of industry. 
At the present time the textile Industry is disturbed by strikes and de­ 
m ands for higher wages or Improved conditione of labor. 
There is a strike 
of 70,000 textile workers in progress at Philadelphia and here In Lowell the 
irreat cotton mill strike, declared April I, Is still on, although a large portion 
of the non-union operatives, have returned to work. 
The textile Industry seems to he the only one to which the laws of rom* 
penaatlon laid down by Em erson do not apply. 
In this respect it seems to 
stand alone and nobody seems able to explain the reason why, 
I vet the price of raw m aterial or of m anufacture in other industries be 
advanced and the price of the finished product will be Immediately advanc­ 
ed In proportion. 
Take building materials for example. Just 
as soon as 
lum ber Is advanced in price, the contractors raise their figures on estim ates 
for building. 
The sam e is true in other trades. 
Again, take the m an u fac­ 
ture of paper. 
The scarcity of wood for pulp and the increased price of labor 
have Increased the cost to the m anufacturer and as n result the price of paper 
is higher. 
Other causes have operated to put up the price but those m en­ 
tioned are among the principal. 
The consumers have to pay the increased 
price whether they like it or not. 
If the m arket for textile products responded in a similar w ay to an y in­ 
crease in the cost of m anufacture, we might be saved the present struggle for 
living wages, hut it doesn’t. 
Print cloths alone of all textile products 
respond in a 
reasonably fair 
degree to the conditions of production, such as the cost of m aterial and lahor. 
The market for prints Is controlled by Fall River which m ay explain this 
exception to the fixity in the price of textile products regardless of the cost 
of manufacture. 
W hat is the secret o f this unnatural business condition? 
Is it due to 
competition, or to over production? 
In the absence of any other reason for such a strange condition, it must 
be adm itted in a vague w ay that on a or both these causes 
with 
some 
others are at the bottom of the difficulty, 
It Is certainly not the result of foreign competition for there Is a tariff 
on cotton cloths sufficient to protect the home m arket. 
It Is necessary to ascertain the cause in order if possible to provide a 
remedy. 
W hy do not the selling a gents when notified of an increase in the 
cost of production notify their customers that the price of cotton goods m ust 
be advanced? 
Is it because they m ake contracts for a year ahead ^o that 
they do not know w hat will be the cost of m anufacture nt the time of deliv­ 
ery or do the market prices stand beyond the Influence of the selling agents? 
W hatever may be the cause or the remedy, the fart remains that despite 
the 
hfgh price of cotton, the enormous Increase in 
the cost 
of living and 
the very general increase In wages in other industries the price 
of 
cotton 
cloth has moved upward hut very little and the wages of the operatives are 
quite as stationary as the price of cottons. 
tin d e r such conditions is it any wonder that we have strikes and labor 
troubles in the great textile centres? 
Who can blame men and women for fighting for living wages? 
They are entitled to more pay. We hold 
they should 
have it 
and tho 
manufacturers who cannot pay it should go out of business and leave the 
field to somebody who can pay living wages 
and at the same time m ake a 
reasonable profit. 
The fixity of the price of cotton cloths is 
the 
m anufacturer’s excuse in 
declining to grant any increase in wages. He takes care of his own profits 
first and then says if the prUo of cotton 
cloth goes up 
he 
will 
advance 
wages. 
Thus the operatives’ demands are left to the mockery of chance. The 
m anufacturers should pay living wages first 
as a necessary item in 
the 
cost of production and look for profits afterwards. 
If all the mills d i d this the price of cotton 
cloth would 
be 
forced tip; 
but the unwillingness of nil to pay living wages undoubtedly contributes In 
no small degree to keep wages down and 
consequently 
to keep 
down the 
price of cotton cloth. 
If the operatives were better paid they would have 
more to spend and would naturally patronise the cottons they help to pro­ 
duce. 
Under present conditions and with the cost of living 
high as It is, how 
can a mill operative live on $15 or $6 60 a week, which is about the 
average 
pay? 
How can a man r a p p o r t himself and family on such wages? 
W h a t satisfaction can it# be to any man to see 
the strikers forced back 
to work at such starvation wages? 
Is it any benefit to the m erchants or to 
th e city? 
It is but a continuance of conditions that border upon white slavery. The 
operatives at such wages cannot live as 
they 
should, 
they 
cannot 
afford 
strengthening food, they cannot afford decent clothing, they cannot bring up 
their fam ilies as they should. 
Is not all thia a m atter that concerns the merchants, 
the real 
estate 
ow ners and In fact every citizen of Lowell? Operatives who work for such 
w ages cannot afford to pay rent for decent homes. 
As a result we have few 
respectable buildings in Lowell. 
Such buildings would not pay 
decent in 
tereqt on the Investment while so large a 
proportion 
of our 
population 
w orks for such low wages. 
During the nine weeks of Idleness for 
all the 
operatives 
of 
the local 
cotton m ills, this city did not suffer nearly as much 
as was 
anticipated. 
This w as a revelation to m ost people.* 
It dem onstrated the fact th a t small Industries th a t pay good wages are 
far better for the prosperity of the city than 
large industries 
which 
Poy 
but starvation wages. 
B etter a shoe shop, a c a r t r i d g e shop or a carpet 
mill th a t 
pays decent wages 
th an a cotton mill five times as 
large th a t 
cannot or will not pay living wages. 
Any Industry th a t keeps a large number of people at the point of desti­ 
tution Is not of much benefit to any community. 
The 
people 
would 
gladly 
pay higher for cottons if that would en­ 
sure higher wages, but the m an u factu rers seem to think that any increase 
of w ages would come entirely out of th e ir pockets and th at it is impossible 
for them to get any return from any increase In the price of the product th at 
m ight result. 
It is time the m anufacturers should change their attitude an d regulate 
the Industry so that come w hat will, the operatives m ay receive a rate of 
wages that will enable them to enjoy some of the com forts of life. 
This is 
the least that should be offered them in return for their incessant toll. 
U nless the mills pay better wages the inevitable result will be that no city 
will w ant them, they will be regarded as a sort of an Industrial 
hoodoo 
to 
every city in which they locate and the ambition of the operatives, lf any 
Is left them, will be to get out of the m ills and Into some field of 
labor In 
which they will receive at least the market value of their labor and in which 
they will have no occasion to resort to strikes to secure what is their due.

A well known French resident of this 
city says tiiat from a 
Canadian gov­ 
ernm ent 
official ho 
has 
learned the 
following facts: 
The trad e of Canada in seven years 
has grow n about loo p erc en t,or twice 
as fast in 
proportion, as th a t of the 
United States, and faster than that of 
any other country In tile world. 
The 
trade of C anada now am ounts to over 
$400,000,000 annually. W ithin five years 
Canada has developed In spirit 
from 
a colony 
to an independent 
nation, 
hut 
only within the past few months 
has this 
change been fully 
realized 
by the people of Canada, as a whole, 
and 
by the people of 
the 
United 
States. Under the 
leadership of 
the 
Ut. Hon, Sir Wilfrid Laurler, premier 
>f Canada, 
tho 
country 
has 
taken 
giant strides and the increase in com- 
non e has come something in the na­ 
ture 
of n 
revelation, 
and has given 
them a feeling of strength and power. 
“Canada has challenged

nd announced the weapons. The bat­

There has been a radical change in the 
pacing 
machines this year, but it 
is 
doubtful lf the game has been benefitted 
by the change. Last season tandems were 
used almost exclusively, but this year the 
pacing machine Is what is known jus the 
single type. and the motor can be of n 
14 horst power. Many are of the opinion 
that while the single 14 hors* power mo­ 
tors have proven speedier than the tan­ 
dems, yet they offer greater wind resist­ 
ance, but they are also much more dan­ 
gerous than the tandems. 
Very few men can handle one of these 
big singles while travelling at the rate of 
a mile rn 1.20 or less, attend properly to 
the steering end look out for tin' rider 
who Is trailing him. 
It is admitted by 
Iders, too. that a second class man can 
t up behind one of these big singles and 
have aa great success jus a rider of es­ 
tablished reputation and ability. 
Motor paced racing always has been 
and always will be a dangerous proposi­ 
tion, never more so than this year with in­ 
creased horse power of motors and small­ 
er tracks, but this Is what the people 
want and the more dangerous the sport 
the more money the managers of tha­ 
tracks will have, for the people of today 
are what we might call bloodthirsty anti 
while they do not care about seeing the 
riders killed, they are willing to have 
them gel as near death as possible and es­ 
cape, 
'['alk about the attendants at the 
Spanish bull fights being anxious for gore 
they are not to be compared with the 
followers of t h 1 cycle racing game. 
If 
a man is travelling mile after mile in the 
vicinity of I 15 and by kissing the tire 
of his wheel with that of the motor 
mentis Instant death the people do not 
seem to think of this and shout loudly 
for the rider to go faster. The turnovers 
of th** eyrie game win not be satisfied 
unless the record for a mile will have 
been brought down to a minute flat be­ 
fore the end of the present season. 
The smaller tracks and increased pow'or 
of mot ors have done much towards revo­ 
lutionizing tho’ sport and bringing the 
time for a mile down close to the minute 
mark. 
The danger to the riders has In­ 
creased so greatly owing to the small 
tracks and big motors that it may be 
deemed advisable to reduce the horse 
power of the motors before tile end of the 
present season.

Childs and Mrs. W ebber, and it is al­ 
leged th a t one of the girls w as stripped 
of practically all her clothing by Miss 
Childs, while Mrs. 
W ebber 
partially 
stripped the other. 
Mr. Drake, when seen about the m a t­ 
ter, stated th at he issued orders 
to 
search certain children, 
two of whom 
were girls. 
He gave as a reason for searching the 
children, th a t a s the pupils in question 
had been out of the assembly room, it 
was thought th a t they might 
have 
taken the money, as they were the only 
children th a t had an y opportunity to 
do so. 
No trace of the money was 
found on any of the children searched.

th a t she was the very apotheosis of the 
yacht builder’s art. 
Even the adm irers and supporters of 
Reliance and Constitution find reason 
to lament

doubtful if we have ever had a racing 
craft of any description th a t won so 
warm a place in the hearts of sailor man 
and landlubber alike as the superb v an ­ 
quisher of Shamrocks I. and II. 
Columbia s performances in worsting

sational in the- extreme, and her m em ­

will long remain green among 
American yachtsmen.

W HAT RIOO UL A TES T H E T E X T IL E MARKET? 


Tho numerous conflicts between employer nnd employe, the strikes and 
lockout* In progress in various parts of the country Indicate th a t there la 
som ething radically w rong In the compensating laws of commerce or else In 
the distribution of profits In the various lines of Industry, 
At the present time the textile Industry Is disturbed by strikes nnd de­ 
m and* for higher wages or Improved conditions of labor. 
There Is ft strike 
of 70,000 textile worker* in progress at Philadelphia and here in Lowell the 
great cotton mill strike, declared April I, is still on, although ft large portion 
of the non-union operatives, have returned to tvork. 
The textile industry seems to be the only one to which the law** of com­ 
pensation laid down by Em erson do not apply. 
In this respect it scorns to 
stand alone and nobody seems able to explain the reason why. 
L et the price of raw m aterial or of m anufacture In other industries be 
advanced and the price of the finished product will be Immediately advanc­ 
ed In proportion. 
Take building m aterials for example. Ju st 
as soon as 
lum ber Is advanced In price, the contractors raise their figure* on estimates 
for building. 
The same is true In other trades. 
Again, take the m anufac­ 
ture of paper. 
The scarcity of wood for pulp and the increased price of labor 
have increased the cost to the m anufacturer and as a result the price of paper 
is higher. 
Other cause* have operated to put up the price hut those m en­ 
tioned are among the principal. 
The consum ers have to pay the Increased 
price w hether they like it o r not. 
If the m arket for textile products responded In a similar w ay to any in­ 
crease In the cost of m anufacture, we m ight be saved the present struggle for 
living wages, but it doesn't. 
P rin t cloths alone of nil textile product* 
respond In a 
reasonably fair 
degree to the condition* of production, such ns the cost of m aterial nnd labor. 
T he m a rk e t for print* I* controlled b y Fall R iver which m ay explain this 
exception to the fixity in the price of textile products regardless of the cost 
of m anufacture. 
W h a t is the secret of this unnatural business condition? 
Is It due to 
competition, or to over production? 
In th e absence of an y other reason for such a etm nge condition, it must 
be adm itted in a vague w ay that one or both these causes 
with 
s o m e 
others are at the bottom of the difficulty. 
It Is certainly not the result of foreign competition for there is a tnrlff 
on cotton cloths sufficient to protect the home market. 
It is necessary to ascertain the cause in order lf possible to provide a 
remedy. 
W hy do not the selling agent* when notified of an increase in the 
cost of production notify th eir customer* th a t the price of cotton good* must 
be advanced? 
Is it because they m ake contracts for a year ahead so that 
they dr> not know' w hat will be the cost of m anufacture at the tim e of deliv­ 
ery or do the m arket prices stand beyond the influence of the selling agents? 
W h ate v er m ay be the cause or the remedy, the fact remains thnt despite 
the 
high price of cotton, th e enormous Increase In 
the cost 
of living and 
the very general Increase In wages In other industries 
the price of 
cotton 
cloth has moved upw ard b u t very little and the w’ages of the operatives are 
quite as stationary as the price of cottons. 
U nder such renditions is it any wonder th a t we have 
strikes and labor 
troubles In the great textile centres? 
W ho can blame men and w'omon for fighting for living wages? 
They are entitled to m ore pay. We hold 
they should 
have It 
and the 
m anufacturers who cannot ra y It should go out of business nnd leave the 
field to somebody who can pay living wnges 
and nt the same time make a 
reasonable profit. 
The fixity of the price of cotton cloths Is 
the 
m anufacturer'* excuse In 
declining to grant any Increase in wages. 
Tic takes care of his own profits 
first and then says lf the price of cotton 
cloth goes up 
he 
will 
advance 
Wages. 
Thus the operatives’ demands are left to the mockery of chance. The 
m anufacturers should pay living wages first 
as a necessary item In 
the 
cost of production nnd look for profits afterw ards. 
If all the mills did this the price of cotton 
cloth Would 
he 
forced up; 
but the unwillingness of all to pay living wnges undoubtedly contributes In 
no small degree to keep wages down and 
consequently 
to keep 
down the 
price of cotton cloth. 
If the operatives were hetter paid t h e y would have 
more to spend and would naturally patronize the cottons they help to pro­ 
duce. 
U nder present conditions and with the 
cost of living high as it is, how 
can a mill operative live on 16 or 16.r>0 a week, which Is about the 
average 
pay? 
H ow can a man support himself and family on such wages? 
W h a t satisfaction can It be to any m an to see the strikers forced back 
to wrork at such starvation wages? 
is it any benefit to the m erchants or to 
th e city? 
I t is but a continuance of conditions that border upon white slavery. The 
operatives at such wa^es cannot live as 
they 
should, 
they 
cannot 
afford 
stren g th en in g food, they Carnot afford decent clothing, they cannot bring up 
their families as they should. 
Is not all this a m a tte r th a t concerns th e merchants, 
the real 
estate 
owners and in fact every citizen of Lowell? Operatives who work for such 
wages cannot afford to pay rent for decent homes. As a result we have few 
respectable buildings in Lowell. 
Such buildings would not pay 
decent In­ 
terest on the investm ent w hile so large a 
proportion 
of our 
population 
works for such low wages. 
D uring the nine weeks of idleness for 
all the operatives 
of 
the local 
cotton mills, this city did not suffer nearly as much 
as was 
anticipated. 
This w as a revelation to m ost people. 
It dem onstrated the fact th a t small Industries that pay good wages are 
far better for the prosperity of the city th an 
large industries 
which 
pay 
but starvation wages. 
B etter a shoe shop, a cartridge 
shop or a carpet 
mill th a t 
pays decent 
w ages 
than a cotton mill five times as large that 
cannot or will not pay living wages. ' 
Any industry that keeps a large num ber of people at the point of desti­ 
tution Is not of much benefit to any community. 
The 
people 
would 
gladly 
pay higher for cottons lf th at would en­ 
sure higher wages, but the m anufacturers seem to think that an y Increase 
of wages would come entirely out of th eir pockets and that It is impossible 
for them to get any return from any increase in the price of the product that 
might result. 
It is time the m anufacturers should change their attitude an d regulate 
the industry so that come w hat will, the operatives m ay receive a rate of 
wages that will enable them to enjoy some of the comforts of life. 
This Is 
the least th at should be offered them In return for their incessant toil. 
Unless the mills pay better wages the Inevitable result will be th a t no city 
twill w a n t them, they will be regarded as a sort of an industrial 
hoodoo 
to 
hvcry city In which they locate and the ambition of the operatives, if any 
la left them , will be to get out of he mills and into some field of 
labor in 
krhlch they will receive a t least the m arket value of their labor and in which 
th e y will have no occasion to resort to strikes to secure what is their due.

Last season tandem s were 
used almost exclusively, but this year the 
pacing machine Is w hat is known as the 
single type, and tho motor can be of a 
14 horse power. 
Many are of the opining 
thnt while tho single 14 horse power mo­ 
tors have proven speedier than the tan 
doms, yet they offer greater wind resist­ 
ance, but they are also much more dan­ 
gerous thnn the tandems. 
Very few men can handle one of these 
big singles while travelling a t the rate of 
mile in I.LX> or less, attend properly to 
the steering and look out for the rider 
who Is trailing him. 
It is adm itted by 
riders, too, that a second class m an can 
et up behind one of these big singles and 
ave as great success as a rider of es­ 
tablished reputation and ability. 
Motor paced racing always has been 
and always will be a dangerous proposi­ 
tion, never more »<> than tills year with In­ 
creased horse power of motors nnd sm all­ 
er tracks, but this is what the people 
want and the more dangerous the sport 
the more money the m anagers of the 
tracks will have, for the people of today 
are what We m ight call bloodthirsty ana 
while they do not care about seeing the 
riders killed, they are willing to have 
them get as near death as possible and es­ 
cape. 
Talk about the attendants a t the 
Spanish bull tights tieing anxious for gore 
they axe not to be compared with ttie 
followers of th* cycle racing game. 
If 
a man is travelling mile after mile in the 
vicinity of 1.16 and by kissing the tire 
of his wheel with th at of the motor 
means Instant death Hie people do not 
in to think of this and shout loudly 
for the rider to go faster. The Followers 
of the cyclo gam e will not tie satisfied 
unless the record for a mile will have 
been brought down to a minute fiat be­ 
fore the end of the present season. 
The smaller tracks and Increased power 
of motors have done much tow ards rcvo- 
utionlzlng the sport and bringing the 
time for a mile down close to the minute 
mark. 
The danger to tho riders has Ili­ 
on ased so greatly owing to the small 
tracks and big motors th at It may be 
deemed advisable to reduce the horse 
power of the motors before the end of the 
present season. 
Last w inter the argum ent was made In 
favor of four or more contestants in a 
motor paced race, but viewed from the 
standpoint of safety it is hardly advis­ 
able to have more th an three men on the 
track at the s a m e time. 
In the opinion 
of a great many riders and even the pub­ 
lic It would he far better to have but two 
men on the track a t the same time. 
The 
death of Kikes has caused considerable 
change in the rules and regulations rela­ 
tive to more than two men being on the 
track at the same time, and many of the 
riders have refusel to ride against more 
than one other rider at the sam e time. 
Many of the tracks are using th e heat 
system of conducting their races, and it 
I* without doubt the bettor form to use. 
F aster races are furnished and tne events 
are closer and better contested.
